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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Bacino still reads on the claimed subject matter. 
Applicants argue that figure 2 of Bacino shows that the transverse fibrils are created between nodes in different aggregations. The short 
bundles extend transversely between aggregations, not between the nodes within each aggregation. The examiner disagrees. The short 
bundles 4 extend transversly between fibrillated nodes 3 as shown in figure 2 (column 2, lines 43-46). The expanded aggregation is 
formed of the PTFE nodes that are multidirectional^ interconnected by the short bundles (column 4, lines 43-50). Accordingly, the art 
rejections are thus sustained. 
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
